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Chief Percy G. Bennett of the Torrance Police De-
partment this week reminded Christmas shoppers not |
to leave their packages in plain view in an unlocked
Numerous complaints were received from
vear who returned to their automobiles
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Jennett recommended that all Christmas parcels,
particularly the valuable ones, be kept locked in the
trunk of the vehicle, out of sight and diffictilt to force
an entrance.

Chief Bennett sald that he also will advocate that
citizens of Torrance follow a policy pioneered by
county sheriff's office of keeping a light burning in
the house at night when the resident is away. He
noted that keeping lights burning at night tended to
discourage burglaries, prevalent at this time of year,
and added that other areas that followed this practice
had seen a tremendous decrease in this type of crime.

Bennett also warned merchants to watch out for
the “phoney check artist” who takes advantage of
crowds in stores during the rush hours to pass bad
checks.
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Bad check passers may use checks that resemble
checks used by local firms, he said. He recommended
that all persons accepting checks examine them close-
ly as well as any identification presented,
